The scarcity of money has caused

a falling off in receipts at the Bambergpostoffice for the month of November,although the receipts for
October were the largest ever known.
The total receipts for November were

about five per cent, less than last
year for the same month, but this is
considered a pretty good record for
the hard times. At many other officesthe decrease in receipts has
been much greater.
Some trouble has been experienced

in Bamberg in securing revenue

stamps for the special war tax imposedon certain articles. It seems

that while congress provided that
certain articles should he taxed, no

adequate method was provided for
the distribution of the stamps. Tuesdaya gentleman of the city desired
to have recorded several important
papers, but could not do so until he
had spent a good deal of time in
finding someone who was kind
enough to s'ell him the necessary
revenue stamps to attach to the papers.

It seems that the cotton market is
at a standstill. Although the latest
cotton report indicated the biggest
crop on record, the price in Bamberg
did not decline but a few points.

Wednesday was the first fair day
in Bamberg in about, two weeks. The
sun had been hidden almost completelytor a number of days, with
more or less rain for the past two
weeks.

Although the government estiImate places this year's crop of cotton

larger than that of 1911, up to the
present time Bamberg county has
ginned only a small number of bales
in excess of even last year's crop.

A hearing in the F. \V. Free companybankruptcy matter was held in
Orangeburg at the office of A. J. Hydrick,Esq., special referee, at which
a sale of the stock of the company
was ordered for December 14th. H.

to be served promptly when the rush
is on, and not only the office force
but the patrons themselves will appreciatethe difference. It is very
tiresome to stand in line for some

minutes waiting for others to be
served, but this is unavoidable duringthe holiday rush.

Monday, Mr. Jones A. WiUiams, one

of the contracters constructing the
railroad, said that an announcement

FOOT AXD MOUTH DISEASE.

known as aphthous fever, epizootic
aphtha, eczema and inoculable maladyof animals, characterized by ,

the body where the skin is thin, as

The disease begins suddenly and 1; 1

spreads very rapidly. A rise of temperatureprecedes the vesicular erup-
tion, which is accompanied by salivationand a peculiar "smacking" of
the lips.
The vesicles gradually enlarge and ^

eventually break, exposing red, raw v

patch, which is very sensative. The
animal cannot feel so well as usual, 1
suffers much pain and loses condition.

If a milk yielding creature, it
gives less milk. More or less lamenessis a constant sympton. Some- 1

times tne ieet Decome mucn diseased,the ariimal so crippled has to be
destroyed. It is often fatal to
young animals. It is transmitted by
the saliva and the discharges from
the vesicles, though all the' secretionsand excretions are doubtless infective,as well as all articles and
places soiled by them.
Though not usually a fatal maladyexcept in young, it is a most se-

' i
rious scourge. In 1892 in Germany,
it attacked 151,000 farms with an

estimate loss of $35,000,000. It is ,

transmissible to nearly all domestic
animals, but its ravages are most .

severe among cattle, sheep and goats.
Human beings are also liable to infection.The treatment of affected
animals comprises a laxative diet,
wim saiiiacaa, auu mc appiivaixvu

of antiseptics and astringents to the
sores.
The preventive measures are isolationof the diseased animals, boil- ;

ing the milk before use and thoroughdisinfection of all places and
substances which are capable of conveyinginfection.
The true remedy is the slaughter

of the diseased animal. This is made
by law obligatory. The dead animalsare buried in a covering of
lime. The owner of the slaughtered
animals is reimbursed on a basis of
appraised value, the appraiser being
appointed by the State..Home and >;
Farm.
